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‘EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Special Responsibility 

A majority of the School Committee has taken too many 
giant strides at once, in proposing creation of 2 general 
services administrator to assume responsibility for most 
of the administrative functions of the Department. 

It is quite true that by the 1970’s, the system may be 
large and complex enough to warrant such a person. 

But not now. 

Thus, first, we can not see the need for such a position 
at this time. 

Secondly, and equally important, the taxpayers should 
not be required to assume this added burden. It is vital to 
understand that the voters, and the rest of town govern- 
ment for that matter, have nothing to say about the school 
budget. Statutes make it clear that appropriations re- 
quested of town meeting must, from a practical viewpoint, 
be voted, 

This imposes a burden of responsibility on the School 
Committee that it does not seem to be fully accepting. 

This is to make certain that its budget is not in a 
constant, steep climb; that proposals adopted this year 
do not result in large burdens in following years. The 
Committee also should recognize that its school housing 
requirements will be before the voters — and these are 
subject to approval or veto. Taxpayers aroused by what 
may appear to be spendthrift tactics may retaliate when 
building appropriations are sought. 

We supported the Committee when it decided to put all 
teachers on the pay scale where they belong, instead of 
kidding the faculty by putting them in one classification 
and paying them only a portion of the raise. 

And we have on several occasions discussed the need 
to keep an open mind on school construction, with the 
viewpoint that a long-range plan probably will cost less 
over the years than would several stop-gap measures, 
which had not been carefully thought out. 

Thus, although the pay raises may be expensive, they 
appeared to be necessary. So too will school construction 
be demanded, just through growth of the town. 


And when this has occurred, there may well be a need 
for a second-in-command in the superintendent’s office. 
Until that time, let’s content ourselves with hiring some- 
one who can supervise the custodians, write specifica- 
tions for repairs and maintenance, and see that this work 
is done properly. Such an employee will not demand as 
much money, nor will he have as many degrees and as 
much diversified experience as would the person proposed 
by some of the School Committee. But he could do an 
immensely valuable and practical job for the town. 


Excellent Appointment 


The appointment of Robert Watters as the fifth member 
of the Board of Selectmen has been hailed as anexcellent 
choice. 

With these sentiments we agree. 

Mr. Watters, in business, in civic and charitable en- 
deavors, and in service to the town government, has been 
successful. We predict equal success, as he undertakes 
this new responsibility. 

Our congratulations to the Board, for selecting him; and 
our best wishes for the future to Mr. Watters. 


Time For Revision 


This would be a good time to start revising the town’s 
precincts into more workable units. 

Authority was given the town clerk to start the project; 
both by the Selectmen and by the Finance Committee, 
which took the implementing funds out of the budget but 
agreed to make a transfer of funds if necessary. 

It appears that the town is just too large for the present 
six precincts. Moreover, the smaller precincts don’t grow, 
but the larger ones get more unworkable every day.

have a teacher’s certificate or 
bachelor’s degree; have courses 
or work experience in business 
administration, plant planning or 
management; finance, law, or 
accounting, should weigh heavily 
in a candidate’s favor. 

The appointee must also be 
willing to attend formal courses 
to further broaden his background 
and knowledge. 

He must be familiar with all 
phases of school law, sources of 
revenue for schools, including the 
federal and state statutes on 
finances. 

In general, the supervisor will 
have charge of the major business 
affairs of the system, under the 
superintendent, 

He will prepare the budget, order 
supplies and equipment, be in 
charge of inventories, storage and 
distribution; be familiar with the 
operation of the plant, including 
boiler rooms; handle custodial 
services and supervise custodians, 
He will also be responsible for 
maintenance and repair programs 
for all schools. 

The supervisor will have a major 
concern with new school construc-

specifically described. 

He will also have general charge 
of all food services - the com- 
mittee emphasized its wish that 
present arrangements not be dis- 
turbed, but that questions normally

Throughout the discussion, the 
three members favoring this job 
stated that it is being undertaken 
to free Supt.
